1 H at other night, in answer lo the roquesl or 
the Council of United Trades of Olasgow 
Sheriff Alison delivered a lecture on " I'uliiital 
Economy, 1 ' in the Cilv Hill, u introductory 
to lh« formation of classes foi mutual informi- 
tion in the science of I'oliiical Kconomy amongst 
working men, about to be oilnbliihed under ibe 
nuiptres of the United Trade*. The lull 
(which accorninoiUteB 6000 p«i f ] ( was nearly 
filled, chiefly by working men, who showed 
their interest in the euhjetl, by their strict *t- 
tf ntion .and WA appreciation of the lecture. 

Sir Archibald Alison, on rising, ui received 
with loud and repeated cheering. On the 
applause hariug Bu hsid*d, he said— Friends, 
fcllow-citiwiu, tad fellow workmen. I rise 
wilh pleasure to respond to the (Uttering ull 
which the United Trsdes I'nion of (Jla*gow 
I"" s" presented to me to address you en one of 
the subjects most vital to human happiness, 
the moit instrumental to your own weal which 
it is possible for the human mind to conceive- 
1 cord i» lit agree, wilh the observations of your 
learned chiiinun, whose elouueneee has drawn 
from you so much and dcrerved applause, thit 
public meetings such as this are the great 
pEtnliaritj. the (treat safeguard, and the 
grt-itt safety Talve of a free people ; and it is 
only when public rtwnghl is allowed to find Teal 
in thU nay, neither dUflgured by the passion* 
pt psrty. nor the interests of any who wish to 
ijiiarepriacnl it — i( If only by meetings audi an 
this, where men can aland face to face and Sat- 
pres." their ftrlinge and (naughts without hia- 
drance and without apprehension— ii ii in that 
wa) only thut the Government and the rule of 
the people can be rendered humogeneou* with 
the dealings of nations, and imperial power 
nude to rtet not on the euthoriry of biyuneti 
or™ the force ol law, but on the affections, 
iiitirei.!*, and love of a united people, 
plsuse. i If th etc is one thing which nttoi 
me peculiar satisfaction on this orcasion, it is 
the circumstance that I have had the honour of 
being called on to address my fellow workmen 
in this city— fur there are few workmen who 
work harder than myself— at stimo so different, 
and whit h mark* in so an iking a manner the 
greal im | ruv«ni«nl« which have taken place 
since 1 came smung you. 1 rejoice to. think 
that the time is now Car past when the trades' 
unionists were afraid to meet the civil m*gia- 
Irate arid when the civil magistrate was afraid 
of being com pto raised by meeting with 
the trades' unionists, t rrjoice to say that 
the tint* ha* come when all antagonist k inte- 
rests end feelings have disappeared, and 
ulien all ranks — those entrusted with the duty 
of ce.tnmand, and those entrusted u-iib. the duty 
of waling obedience — can meet alike on one 
platform, animated by one common feeling to 
promote, by ever, means in their power, the 
greatest possible happiness of the greatest pos- 
sible number. (,Applan»e.) If anything could 
add to the satififaction 1 feel on this occasion, it 
is the circumstance of the chair here having 
been filled by my learned and eloquent friend, 
Mr. Dove. I have long known {he talents of 
that gentleman, I have long admired his elo- 
quence, nod 1 rojaice to mc him in the chair 
this evening!. Re and I may dine r on some sub- 
jects, tut I respect him none the leas for that. 
I respect no one more than an honourable and 
honest opponent : but I rejoice that we are met 
here wilh one common feeling —that of pro mot. 
tag the general welfare j and tt is a symptom of 
the truths and principles we advocate on this 
matter, that poisons having different shades of 
opinion* on other subject* sr« bore cordially 
united. in one common cauae. (Cheers.? The 
subject of the lecture which I am to deliver to 
you this evening Is one by far the moot vital 
end important to the working-classes, not 
only of Ihii great city, but of this great 
empire — the relation subsisting, and which 
must ever su twist, between capitalists and work- 
men, between employers and employed— there 
is n* lie u (alien lo the number of important 
questions which that subject originates. It 
brings 'at once before the view the proportions 
of profits of stock, and of wages and labour, 
the means by which a due proportion may be 
safely end honestly maintained between them, 
md the disturbing effect which the monetary 
laws or other political cautea may have in pre- 
venting that harmony from being carried out 
and producing the most ruinuut consequences, 
the principle wilh which 1 set Out, and which 
1 think it is the object of this lecture to illus- 
irate, is that there are certain lawn of the moral 
world in regard to this matter which are an uni- 
versal in their operation, and at irresistible In 
!li en effect, a* the laws of the visible world, and 
that combinations of men to violate these laws, 
or withdraw any class — matters or workmen- 
front their effect, ii as hope lew, and at certain 
to terminate in disaster, aa if a similar effort 
wet e mads to turn the cold of December into 
the warmth of June, or the heat of July into the 
cold of January. ;Hear, and applause ) You 
may tcly on it, that the great social relations 
between men governed by law* are fined by 
Providence, and are as immutable in themselves 
aa those which make the apple fall from the tree 
(o the ground, which maintain thepltneia in thetr 
course, or which bring back frum the leginn* 
of infinity to the place where it was Last seen 
the wandering comet. The great law of rela- 
tions between master and servant, between em- 
ployers and employed, between capitalists und 
operatives, ii this, that the price of every article 
is measured by the proportions between supply 
end demand. You all know thai this is perfectly 
true in private life. If an article is plentiful, it 
becomes cheap ; if an article is rare, and still in 
ruvuett, it becomes dear Why do alt the world 
rejoice in a good harvest? Because we know 
that if gram is plentiful it will therefore be 
cheap. Why do all the world tremble at the 
-v'--;Niii and rigours of nature * Because they 
prognontirale a bad harvest, that the grains and 
fruits of the earth will be rare, and therefore 
dear, and that sll msnkind will suffer. Thut is 
a proposition you are all aware of ; but attend 
to this — the *w principles exactly apply to 
evtiy at title of life. Tbey apply most 
strongly, and in the moat striking man- 
ner, p» the fruits of earth, but they 
apply likewise to everything else in cora- 
nieirt — they apply to broadcloth, they apply to 
(ottoti, they apply tn iron, they apply to coal, 
they apply to every article of commerce. The 
price of wheat depends on the relation between 
<k man d and supply. If the demand increases, 
the price rises, hut it it lessens, the price falls. 
New, fellow, citizens, this principle applies also 
to the wages of labour. The wages of labour 
are a most valuable commodity— ilie moat 
valuable com re adit y. almost, lb at exist* ia 
nature, from which all wealth, prosperity, and 
social happiness springs. 1 he wage* of labour 
air subject to the same unvary ing law as the 
pric e of potatoes, or oais, or wheat. If the 
price of labour ia cheap, and the demand for it 
in ci esses, wages must rise ; but if the demand 
is small, if there srs a great number of labourers 
wanting employment and then ii little employ- 
ment for t hem. then the price of the commodity 
of labour rotut fall, and bo effort on the

thus strongly in 'regard to' the relation! of 
supply and demand aa regulating the WHget of 
Inborn you arc not lo suppose on this accuunl 
that 1 go along with what is said by persons 
who argue on this subject, that this must of 
necessity eiclude any combination to keep up 
the wages of labour in certain circumtttancce, 
The principle I wish lo impress upon you, sad 
which I hope may he impressed on (lie cam- 
in unity . is this, that the right to cuuibinc to 
a flee I the wages of labour— to raise (hem when 
they can be raised in conformity with the lews 
of nature, and to prevent them falling too low 
—is, I regret to say, in general an evil ; but 
anything is an evil which may have a tendency 
to throw large bodies of men for a Usee out of 
employment, and prodace a feeling of antago- 
nism between one class and another. Hut it it 
an evil unavoidable in the state of society in 
whith we live, and which, evil though it msy 
be, it necessary to prevent the domination of 
capital over tile wagea uf labour, and the ab- 
sorption of sli profit to the master. ^Applsuae.! 
Combinations — and you will oKserve when i 
sjHuk of combinations, that 1 do no I mean such 
as dialed in now forgotten days— combinations 
are nereiaaiy lo mark out the proportion be- 
tween capital and induatry : 1 nieun combina- 
tions carefully and religiously ahsuining from 
vtulenee or intimidation of any kind. The 
momrnl a combination assumes an opposite 
chsracter, it becomes not only illegal, bat— 
what ia grcstly worse— it becomes a direct viola- 
tion of the laws of nature— is necessarily in- 
dependent uf all law— and will bring upon itself 
condign punishment— and that, not hr tlie hand 
of man, but by the hands of Uod ( Applause, i 
1 say. then, that 1 support combination!, and 
strikes even, when they are in ronformiiy with 
the intention of nature, and when they are 
inltndfd to moke the wagea of labour to bear 
a fair proportion to the profits of capital — 
(hear, bear;— and men can do that without a 
contradiction uf the principles of competition 
Ot ibe principles uf produce, by letting them 
be regutatid by supply and ricmar.d. which 
ilny are. And this, 1 think, ia a very impm- 
Urit rrmaik — ihey are the mean; or the modes 
by which the principles of competition, and 
Ihst law uf nature, operate in these particular 
cases. It is in vein to tell nit th.tt strikes and 
combinations are violations of the 
principle of supply and demand, which is the 
great rule of all competition, and, the rule 
of all earthly tiling?. 1 say the combinations, 
when they are perfectly peaceable, when they 
are not attended by any violence, but only by 
mere abstinence from labour, is artiie a legiti- 
mate mode in which the principles of comhinii- 
nation on the part of the workman meet ths 
principles of competition and power on the part 
of the employers. (Hear, heat,; You must all 
know the tendency of the social world around 
of. There ia no reason to dread the territorial 
aristocracy ; there ia no reason to dread the 
power of the Crown ; there is no teawn to dresd 
a military despotian— the only real power ive 
bare te apprehend in this country is the power 
of money . (Hear, hear, end cheers,) It is the 
power of capital which enables the capitalist to 
command to a certain degree not only the 
wages of men, but gives him also what is mors 
alarming, power over a naost powerful engine — 
the Press, and through that the means of 
moulding public opinion, and moulding It too 
oAen in a wit highly dangerous to the people. 
(Cheers.} The mode by which it is intended 
he nature — I mean by ttunre— that this power 
of capital which ia every tlsy grow- 
ing among us, and which is a great 
power in the civilised world, is to be 
counteracted is the power of comoin«tjo4i because 
it ia quite evident that if there is no power of 
cxrmbinatian — if the capitalist, whose wealth is 
constantly increasing, and always going more 
and mote into fewer hands — if. it cornea lo this 
that the whole wealth of the country ii eccuiuu- 
laitdb) a few hundreds or thousands ef men, 
p trig all the labour of (lac country destitute 
of woik, destitute of money, destitute of say 
resoutcea lo maintain atrength— leaving in this 
•tale S«,000,n0(t ot eO,5tTO,000 having no 
tquuliiy for the corneal— the inevitable mult 
would be that (he wage* of labour would he 
brought down te the lowest point consistent 
with maintenance and human strength, and Lhc 
■Vac labourers of free Britain rendered no better 
tban the slave-born aerfs of Russia. (Loud 
cheers.) Now, gentlemen, I perfeclt) see the 
net easily and expediency of the principles of 
combinnlion lo resist ibe accumulative and 
aggressive power of capital : and I consider that 
in admitting ihi* I am net in the slightest 
degree deviating from the principles of political 
economy, for it is by these means that we can 
trope to produce that proper balance which we all 
mint deiirttoseeestabliahed between the wig as of 
labour and the prorata of capital. It is admitted, 
tben. that the principle of combination to rai*e 
the wages ot labour, to raise them i a some 
circumstances and to prevent them being 
lowered in others, is right, and it a cheek to the 
accumulation of capital, But here a question 
arises, and it is one of the utmost irnnortsnee. 
What ia the limit to whic h yuur efforts ihcmtd 
be directed t What is the limit you should 
impose on yourselves in attempting to raise or 
prevent the failing of wages, and wht,l ia the 
fair and equitable division that ought to subsist 
between yourselves and your employers ia the 
distribution of the profits of labour ? Tluar Is 
the great point. It is agreed on all sides tint 
combinations are not illegal— -that I have said 
already — but the natural mode in which the 
principles of competition come lo operate 
between master and servant ; but then it 
becomes of east importance that the masters on 
the one hand, and the workmen on the other, 
should be perfectly aware of the law or nature 
that is operating on the subject, and that they 
should not by any effort of theirs try to subvert 
or thwart (he importance of that law, 
for if they do, wtll only end in 
hopeless undertakings certain to involve 
them and all concerned in ruin. Now, 
gentlemen, the illustration 1 will give of (hia 
observation w ill explain to yon how it happen* 
that ao great diversity of opinion exists en (hia 
point in reference to the welfare of (he working- 
classes of society. You will see it i* held by a 
great purl of (he public press, and it ia prr- 
eiaiently maintained hy many of (he public 
generally, that strikes are always unfortunate. 
1 have jus! ie>d in (lie flforttiw/ Pml of yetter- 
dsy an important article on strikes— (he report 
of the Inspectors of Factories — and they express 
(heir astonishment at the way in which the 
wotking-claters let themselves lie deluded by 
their lend era, and they state that strikes are 
almost slwiva unfortunate : £ind that the greater 
part of the distress existing among; the working- 
classes Is owing to the unhappy strikes in which 
they have been led on in a way (hat appears to 
ibe repoi lets to be inconceivable. Now, gentle- 
men, that is the opinion of a large part of the 
community, and it Is vain for you to shut your 
eyes to the fact (hat the opinion is general. You 
see it constantly rung in the press that 
all strikes are unfortunate, and that it is 
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bt explained, why it b that workmen; who 
know that they always must prove diuLairmis 
so often engage an them. Now. men in your 
situation are or a totally different opinion, and 
)c.u entertain that opinion, I must say. on very 
siifficienl grounds. (Hear, Lear, and loud 
cheer a.) » ou know, ami 1 have often beard it 
espretscrt in conversation with many of fsmr- 
setvc*. that a vast number of strikes are per- 
fectly succ e as f li 1— h e ar. l.eai 1 — very p f t en ex - 
trtmely successful, anil in f«t 1 have heard it 
from those men who appear to be well ac- 
quHinted wiUi (he mutter, that all the material 
advantages Thai baie been derived during the 
laat half-century have been ublained through 
the agtnry 0 r strikes, and in no other way. 
(li-ud chcem, i There is sn opposite opinion 
in society; and. as happens In most Cases, there 
is a great deal of truth un both aides. 1 will 
« plain how it liap|ieos that both are in the 
tight, and both, (g a certain extent, are in the 
wrong, It is quite trur. aa you know, and la 
I have often beard your leaders cipreas with a 
clearness and an ability which 1 have always 
admired, that a great many strilte* which do 
not attract public attentitin tre successful; but 
it is equally truewhslemployers.eapitilisti, and 
part of ibe Prcsa say, that all the strikes we 
ever heard -of — - all strike*, that attract 
public altcntiuti— have terminated disastrously, 
the workmen, aftet five or six months" struggle 
being obliged to take the wages offered at first; 
ur, if (here ts any adtsnce, it is swallowed up in 
the debt thai has in the meantime been incurred, 
Ihi* is perfectly true, in proof of which I have 
lo remind you of the strixe of I X IJ, and of thai 
of 1WT, besides many other* in my own recol- 
lection ; and though 1 am happy to as) that 
latterly there has been no violence, they 
proved unfortunate— most unfortunate— apecu- 
ladons for the working classes. What is the 
ixplanation of thia mallet f I> it possible tu 
disiingiiifh the causes 't How does it happen 
that some are eurceaaful , and that many of the 
giett ones which attract public attention termi- 
nate in the course of time in a manner dis- 
xstimta to (he labourer ? I will explain ia one 
moment how this happen*, snd if you will 
attend to my explaniltea you will see hnw lo 
sToid in future strikes that will pruve diaaa'tous. 
New, gentlemen, strikes terminate pioaparous 
when lb*) are made under circumatances when 
nstuie intends thai wagce should rise ; and 
nature intends lhat wages shall lite when the 
price of the irlicle whirh ia produced, as com- 
pared wilh the wsges of ihi labourer and the 
ptice of the raw material, ia ri'ing Strfhee, in 
ilicee circuit sionces. are sure lo be successful 
without any suffering, and for this plsin reason, 
that if the master can make a profit off hit 
workmen you may rely that he will not let them 
stand idle. Therefore, if the ptitc of your pro- 
duce is rising ns compared with the price of the 
raw material, you then are entitled lo go to the 
master and ssy, '■ We require a fair proportion 
of the profits of out working ; the prices are 
riaiog to you, they here not risen to us ; we in- 
liet on a fair communication on your part lo us 
of the benefits yoit are enjoying. " When you 
ray that you are perfectly right, and will gain 
tour object without striking or alienation, lie- 
cause the master cannot reaul— at least he will 
not resist in one case out of twenty, if you adopt 
that principle. Uul if you take up a certain 
fixed line under which vou will take Bo wages, 
anil say, "We insist' lhat we shall not week 
unless we get certain wagea, for we cannot live 
on less with prase*! prioea," no result san 
accrue bat disaster. Gentlemen, never strike 
when the profit, are tuch that the musters' pro- 
fits are falling. You must than submit lo loss. 
I perfectly edtaii lhat it Is vety painfull to doit— I 
know lhat It is one of the gnat evils of aeciaif, 
the alternation of wages from high to low ans) 
from lou to high, and 1 wish to Heaven that it 
were in the power of the law or of combiselion 
of men to prevent It. Bui it ia impossible': 
any such attempt ia perfectly certain to he up, 
successful, and will involve the persona engaged 
in it in hopeless ruin. Therefore, gentlemen, 
you are that there is a line lo be drawn, within 
which combination is useful, and beyond which 
it ia perfectly unavailing. Then there is another 
matter I allude tu the high rate of interest, 
which I consider to be of tne very last impor- 
tance in (hia question. I know that the ques- 
tion of currency is one that is distasteful to moat 
people, and Is pol very well understood ; but I 
can oily my if a person undertake* the solution 
efquestiOM between master and servant, and 
doea not comprehend that subject, he 
will never sutceod. It is one of the 
most material elements it the question. 
Discount was, a few months ago, at per 
cent., but it ia now S per cent., and it ia 
thought will be, before long, at 10 pet cent. 
Now, the rising of diacount to 8 or 10 per cent, 
must extinguish the whole profit of capital. 
From the income. lax returns, published by 
Government, 1 aee that the returns for Scotland 
in schedule 1' — trades end profesiioni — 
amounted - n 1°5R, in round numbers, to 
£13,1100,0(10, but since that time they have 
come down to I'ft.tXKl.OOO. Now, what had 
happened in The interim,? I wit! tell you, 
There wse a monetary crisis in 1 B57. We, knew 
some thing of lhat criais here. Diaoount was 
raised to 10 per cent.— the Western Bank liuled, 
and great distress took place. Interest in 1H£G 
rose to ti per cent, ; in ltt.1T to " percent. : and 
in the spring of IB&oit was 10 per cent. Well, 
what was the effect of lhat ? It waa simply 
this, thai the pike paid for money waa such aa 
to completely extinguish all profits. Well, in 
the spring of 185ft, with interest at ID per cent., 
the minen and (oilier* of Lanarkshire, Stirling. 
shire, and Ayrshire, struck for a rise of wnges, 
and notwithstanding thai I recommended them 
not to do so, when waited on by a deputation of 
their number, they persisted, an d'osl £600,00(1 in 
labour. The gold at present in the Bank of 
England only amounts to £1 1,000,000, instead 
of, as it should be, £16,000,000, and thai shows 
ibe great drain lhai is at present taking place 
to America. Vhal is the cause of lhat drain? 
Then are two causes operating. In (he firs I 
place, America ia preparing (o fight, and the 
principle of hoarding is going on to a great 
extent there, ibe people there are preparing 
for war, and turning their effects into gold, and 
therefore it is that there is a great demand for 
gold from this country. Within three weeks 
£3,000,000 hare been exported to America, 
partly for the Qiivernnienl, and partly for the 
people. I be result is, lhat our gold ia joat 
drained from our handa in constijuence of this 
infernal squabble in that country — you in this 
country are punished not for any f*ult of your 
own, but because one-half of America ia 
begining to fight the other half. (Laughter 
and diet rt.) The monetary crises we have 
had for some yean past were from some- 
what the same causes, such as the 
Russian war, and the Italian war, so 
that now we have come tu this point, 
that whatever folly exist* in any other put of 
the world we man suffer for it. If they mutiny 
in India, or if a war between China an J Europe 
takes place, or if the Osjrmaaa begin to fight 
wilh the Italians, or if the Austrian* commence, 
nsrhliaw with the " 
beffbitrt miam-l and 
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uul goes English guineas, and tap goes the 
rate of inte rest in (hia country. There is as 
(lid Urcek adage which is quite applicable. It 
is — " (iuiqtmd dllirant rf$M pfrrfmt V erflfl'V," 
and which I may interpret, that " Whatever 
madness the Kintr shows, the d reeks are 
pimiahed fnr i1 ;" aid ss I would say that what 
madness the Lings of this earth do the people of 
this country are punished for il, (Hear, hear,) 
Now il 1 could impress upon this country, 
through you, (he enormity of ihe danger which 
is perpetually hanging over our heads by gold 
leaving thia country, causing the rate of ia- 
leresi to go up, and necessarily the wages of 
workmen going dovm, a thing which will again 
and again oceur, I would confer the greatest 
benefit upon my fellow-countrymen. We had 
a monetary crisis in l8ou, and another dreadful 
one in IBc-l, and now in I mil there is one 
which threatens to be aa bad at any 
other, and from no fault of the Kngliah people. 
I would beg to aubmit to you that there is a 
perferlly simple remedy lo this great evil, and 
which would prevent it if the country' look it up 
and forced il upon the (Government by the force 
of reason and of argument by in Hue mi. J par ties i 
but remember it will require no small enurt, for 
the moneyed power in London are cutremely 
etrong, and kiow very well that the result of 
rniaing the interest lo 10 per cent, it to recruit 
their fortunes very considerably. The simple 
remedy lhat I would propose, and which would 
he perfectly effective, bul which will not he 
applied without a great and simultaneous move- 
ment on the part of ths working and industrious 
clasaeg. is (his — In the first place let It be passed 
in lo law. (hat the notes of the Bank of Kngland 
srrricb are not convertible into gold, and which 
were ttxtd in ldlu at £14.000,000, thuuld be 
r*ised tu jCL'O.titiO.miO. That would give other 
£ti,IIOO,(100 of money to (rade upon," It must 
be remerubeicd that the above aum was hied 
at t time whrn the population waa under 
•20,01(0,000. uben our exports were undet 
£00,000,000, and the imparta still lest , 
and that it has frequently been main- 
tained at that when our population ha* reached 
3(1,000,000, the exports £Uo,00O,llo0, and the 
Imports £ 158,000,00(1. Now, it is quite sure 
that there it no proportion between them, and 
(list the small proportion of inconvertible nates 
ia kept np because ii bring* back these commer- 
cial oieliesses, and is profitable to (he moneyed 
claase*. My aex( remedy will be— Let It he 
pass. J inio a law that for every £100,000 of 
gold taken out of the Rank of England's coffars 
below £10,000,000 stetliag tlul £100,000 in 
convertible notes shall be issued on tht security 
of CJovertimtnt to preserve ihe credit of the 
cttintry, lo permit the rate of interest t a remain 
ai il was, and not cause your wages to be 
lowered while nations fought one mother. 
(( heers.; That being dune, v s might see (he 
whole guineas dr«wn out of the Bank of 
England lo enable the Americans to fight esich 
aihet. or the Italians end Germans Us flghl to- 
g( llier. and yet not suffer thereby ; but in order 
to prevent iheae notes being issued In too large 
quantities, it, would be necessary to tee 
lhat, for every 100,000 guinea* which 
came back. 100,000 of them be drawn bark 
That would be a remedy agaiaut the who! a 
evils complained of, and thus the catasiroph* 
of monetary ciise* be prevented. (Hear, hear.) 
!• 1)09. 1010, and IHII. there were no mon*. 
tar)- criaea. although the Russians were fighting, 
and a great struggle waa going on in the renan- 
sula between the Aualrisna snd the French, 
lb ere wai no squeal about the guineas going 
cm then, for the notes aere issued aa the gui- 
nea* were drafted oli' and (Ban when the time 
for their return came, the note* wtrs withdrawn. 
(Hear, hear.) In what I have said abont com- 
bination on the pirt of workmen and misters, I 
wUk to guard myself from it being thought lhat 
I am in favour of cembinatisn being employed 
for any other object than for preparing the 
legitimate and fair balance between the wage* 
of the workmen and llie profit* si the rupiulint 
— I them? — for if il be used for ntry other pur- 
pose it is unjust; I don't say whether U is legal 
or Hlagsl, but it is unjuat, unit sun lo produce 
nn ulcerated and pain nil feeling between both 
Patties, and will in the end be diaadraniageout 
to all, Now, I will gi^e you one or two caaes 
in w lii i II a combination of masters or workmen 
might take place, and you will see bow it would 
sit Supposing a combination of ma -tiers were 
entered into in a period of scarcity, when work- 
men and (heir families were almost ttarv- 
ing, in order to lower their wages, sod 
thty taid—" If you don't take these wages, you 
may go mil and scrape up an existence where 
you Can,'' I say that would be a beards as 
■huse of combination, snd as auiih il would lead 
to disastrous consequence*. Again, suppose 
mister* to say to their woikmen, •• We have 
got certain managers to employ, and we will 
give you notice to leave unless you receive them 
in plate of those over you uhoaa we have dia- 
miteed ' 1 don't «ay that would be illegal or 
legal— I never do so unlit both aides arc 
brought before me — but I sty it would be un- 
just and contraiy to the law of nature and the 
intention of nature, and would inevitably lead 
10 distressing consequence* both to workmen 
and masters, ind particularly to the latter. In 
like manner, lo take advantage of the master 
who had entered into a contract, and your 
knowledge of which, and that he was laid ander 
heavy penalties 10 complete a certain work in a 
given lime— well inii is Hometiraea done— 
csnaed you to go lo him and say, " We will all 
strike if you don't raise our wsges." I say 
lhat would be a deviation from the law of 
nature, and would luin the power of combina- 
tion to an unjuat end, and wl ich would recoil 
upon (he heada of men who would mike 
use of it in thai way. ( Cheers, j We have had 
a great undertaking ia this part uf (he country, 
and which was yesterday brought to a nobis 
conclusion. The Meaara. Napier were bound 
down to forfeit £Iudcj a day if they execedsd 
(he period for the execution of the work, and 
many thousands of pounds if (he vessel was not 
properly launched. Now they hid 3OO0 men 
employed at the Black Prince, and If these men 
bed combined to strike it would have been 
quite unjustifiable, and an improper use of 
combination, and would have certainly led to 
ulcerated feelings on ihe part of their masters, 
and would: have retuhed in s loss of that kindly 
and good feeling which had ao long existed 
between them, and the workmen would have 
suffered in Ihe end, (Cheers. , In the name 
of Meeart. Ktnier, aa thit it the first time I 
have had (be pleasure or meeting you aince the 
event of yettenlay, I beg to congratulate you 
all— and many of you no doubt were engaged 
in Ih* completion of the huge vessel— on our 
hiving been able in the Clyde to produce a 
body of workmen and great capitalist s aa lo 
turn out such a noble ship, whose launch 
w,» w successful. (Cheers.} I am glad to 
ttv lhat, when I remember how the Ureat 
Eastern grounded, and bow Ihe Warrior got 
into the Thames with so much trouble, with all 
th* appliances of London, while the Slack 
Prints slipped down at one* front her cradle, 
carrying everything before her with an imtii- 



will ever cleave her way amongst all obstacles. 

(Cheers.) There i* a lubject connected with 
that in some degree, and which I may allude to 
—Co-operative tlodetiei, Ii is perfectly natural 
that the working claasea should consider thia an 
extremely interesting subject. They say that 
cmplojera make great fortunes, live in a princely 
Style, and they think vary oat ut ally lhat iT means 
could be devised directly to hring Ihe profit* of 
capital Into union with the profits of labour, 
that the men could divide these as well u the 
maaitr. Now, certainly co-op*ntion holds 
out a very alluring prospect, md if it could 
pnaiibly be carried out, it would he i capital 
thing ; but I have great doubt* that it ia 

Enclicable, because I Had (hat il hsi never 
ten successful to any great extent. I know 
it his been worked upon to aomo extent 
in aome parti of the Continent and in 
England, but 1 have never found that it has 



struck its roots Independent of the tottering care 
and attention of some capitalist. The great im- 
pediment is the Impossibility of a large body of 
men i ailing capital adequate to Carrying on the 
business to a large enough extent. If they can 
raise capital like a great joint-stock compiny, 
they can go on very well, but there ia no example 
of their having done 10 jet. e-uppose a thousand 
people could each put in £100 oi capital, then 
thty might go on at prosperously aa any tingle 
eapltaJaat ; but they will find that unlets Ihey 
have a capital raited and realised thai they will 
not get credit. A multitude ot men wLl not 
gel credit from i btnkt they like a few rich 
men as securities, and. therefore, I doubt 
whether a Co-operative Society will do, I am 
in favour of (he principle of co-operilion if il i. 
based upon the saving* or workmen ; and I 
would advise you to get money in the savings 
bank before you j«t your fare to the encourage- 
ment or any great undertaking of co-operation, far 
(hey need not exped to mcceed until they 
hive t solid capital to itart upon. 1 dan'l aay 
tbi* to ditcourage you from co-operation ; but I 
aay it because I am of opinion thai ths true 
fountain ot it must be laid in the provident 
habits of individuals, end that when a Consider- 
able capital baa been collected, then they may 
be encouraged to go on with a prospect of sue- 
(«■*«..) It must never be forgotten 
that (he capitalist it the mm who breaks the 
wave* of misfortune and prevents them rolling 
over the great community, for the capitalist ever 
suffeu first. He has to pay eight and ten per 
cent. He suffers first from the stagnation of 
ihe American market, while the workman 
luffeit afterwards, and often very severely. 
Now, In co opeiaiion the workman would tuffer 
» lo «™« W* cspitsl *t well at bit wage* when a 
critie occurred. They who are eng^ed in such 
r».«i*r*tiv* societies must meet the dangers of 
ihe capitalist ; and ftrat and foremost r>f tbeic is 
the monetary critia, ubich will come on without 
*ny hull on your ptrt, and when yaa may find 
the tiring* of a whole lifetime departing by 
the raising of interest to eight or ten per 
cent. Therefore,! don't wish any of you to 
rush into Co Operation witlujut being aware of 
the dangers that threatens it. In order lhat you 
may be prepared by a a olid capital, so lhat when 
Iheae dangeri arise you may not be overwhelmed. 
There it only on* other thing I would like to 
cell your attention to, and thai i« two evil effects 
or strike*, which Must ba taken as soma set-off 
tgaiast their advantages Oneof fbeae was ths 
pre at impulse which a si like si ways gave to the 
introduction of machinery. Yuu will Dud, if 
you go back to every atrtke, that il hi* always 
ltd to an introduction of more machinery, Tiie 
atlf-acting mnlet were the direct consequences 
of ihe cotton spinners' atrike of 18;|T, Now, 
tint will always ba the case. A strike alwnyi 
sharpens th* wilt of engineers and of master 
npitslitts, causing them to turn thtir attention 
how they can substitute machinery for human 
bands. No doubt the increase of machinery 
will augment the imports and exports, 
but it it not equally clear that It will 
be an advantage to the working classes. 
I would rather see a doxen men working ihun a 
machine doing thtir work. It it i very atrious 
nutter lo ate labour time supplanted, and every 
atrike tend, towards that. Another effect of 
attakes is the introduction of more female 
worktra. What an immense proportion of 
women were it work at the last census — no 
fewer thin oO.OOO single women were earning 
their bread by their needle or in factories : and 
I am sure lhat ths number will he 90,000 at 
the next cantue. Now. it ia a very serious matter 
thia turning of mtlfl Labour into women's em- 
ploymcni. J don't think that women should 
HH apart from their families. (Cheers.) Let 
<btm Itboor in their own houses ; itl them it- 
tist their husbands, and train up their children, 
for it ia a bad state of society when women work 
apart from their households, and when they do 
not arquje habits, or the powers requisite, to 
make ibem good mothers of families. 1 am 
sure thai In Glasgow (here are not fewer thin 
,iO,0O0 young industrious women who cannot 
dam a stocking, make a dish of por- 
ridge, nor mend * thirl— thty even can- 
not make their own dresses— they can only do 
one thing. 1 deprecate that as an evil of the 
pttscrtt generation, end il it awfully fatal to the 
generation which ia to succeed. Now, you will 
hardly believe that the Kegistrar-tieneral of 
Kngland he* re ported that terrible u the dis 
tree* ii Coventry was in the winter, in ccmae- 
quence of the combined effect of change of 
fashion, the new French tariff, and the bad 
news from America, which caused 40.000 
people to be in ulter destitution, which wis 
orily relieved by the limultsneotiN effort of a 
whole nation— atill the rate of mortality wis 
greatly lets during (bat period of suffering thtn 
in a timi of ihe higheit prosperity ia tli.it town, 
Now, what it the cause of lhat. The registrars 
say ihtl the gresl diminution occurred in chil- 
dren under one ) ear of age, which waa rinsed 
by their mothers being drawn from work, and 
(hut were compelled to give more lime and 
ttteataon to thetr children. (Cheers. 1 There 
are about 14,000 or 1.1,1)00 deaths every 
year in Qlaigow. Of these, above 0000 
are children under five yetra of ago. and of 
these SOOt), 4000 are children under one year. 
Jl is no wonder lhat Lais numb-rr nf innocents 
should die,— (hough I cannot blame Ihe mothers. 
It it ihe result of a vicious sine of society, 
sending ojit women la earn their oreid by their 
own hands. And when married women have 
lo do this, what a trrrible morality must arise. 
If the population of Glaagow waa not supported 
by immigration from other parts of the coil n try. 
it would dwindle away and soon become eitincL 
(Hear, hear.) With regard to the intere«U of 
the employer sad ihe emyloyed, the masters 
should act towaida (heir workmen as they would 
wish to be done by were (hey in their workmen's 
poiitwti, and the workmen thould behave 'o 
musters as tney should wish litem to do were 
the masters in the position of workmen. Were 
this principle acted upon, nothing but mutual 
good feeling would be the result. The results 
of experience and the dictates of philosophy 
bring m bark to the principle of " doing a* we 
would be done by." Th* learned Sheriff re-

AND PrlKfldENT STATU 
Ix the Houae tA Lrorde, on the evvning of April l-Bib, 
tha Loi!-l Chancallor t in moving the second reading of 
the Umkmplrry and Inaijlvency Bill, tinted that he 
Would atwtiin from minuta lechnitAlitiea, and en> 
dp a toti I very ahonly to give tht-it lordahipa eome 
nntbn cf the put and pteeeot atate of the law of 
bankruptcy. By the common Inv of England, be 
aairf t there waa no Fjiatiiictiijin brtwenri trBrdcTa nnd 
noKj traotia—bt-twfen ibe bankrupv end tiuolvent — 
and there waa nothing roaambly the wtsiv lonorwm ot 
the civil law. No ranudy waa given to the erediitw

He waa lentenced te unpTiaonLnaat- 
unhn-a he piiid to the utiermnat farthings But Lhie 
atate of ttinga, which wat equally djuadvantagtaua to 
cnrdiioi and debtor, TPeeivcd tone Atitigation In the 
re ign of Henry V II I , . whtn an Act of Parliament w nt 
petard by which thoae who wore tradera and obtamad 
the gooda of othera in their handa, and who rh=d (he 
country, or cancelled thciaaelvea. or m.*da away with 
thr property, were liable to bt made bankrupt*. A 
tunimUtiion iraued under the Great Seal* and they 
wrre arreeted and thrown into prlaon t and all their 
pirjp*Tiy waa t'ornvjcaled and oiAlrLbti ted hmong Uit 
cictiitDra. Ihe debtort were howeverp alill liitbic for 
ihe debla they had incurved.

ai the grand mntice for their reforiraatioa and 
recover)-. 

The ZYwci tenia (he epoch when the lirlti.h 
public ttreDgled their pruonam or iraniported 
them— in either cue getting rid of [he might 
and of the burden of the individual criminal. 
Hiitory tell, m bow widely this remedy wai 
applied. There are few advancing in 
life upon whom renaemhrance there 
do not come example, of cruel tbiiightar 
for comparatiTely txivimd offence*. Knglimhineri 
can touoely conceive how their forefathers 
could perterere in esacung die punitliraent nf 
death for many of thoae cniaei which were 
viaited with that penalty. It only 
bow our notion* of right (tod wrong are 
•Jftcted by our education and habits, and that 
we should aver inspect a theory of prison ad- 
miniitration which contemplate" no other and 
than to g*t rid of the trantgree «or. while we 
neglect the enuee* of crime and the growth of a 
criminal population. 

The jTrWi, however, regruin the uvji-l and 
aimpls remedy of former year., and Untie* that 
transportation will afford the required relief ' 
After having ehown that one out of every ten 
is incorrigible, it ttate* — " They prey upon the 
community by irrepreatible instinct until they 
are detected ;" * * * " when aemeacud 
they accept their penal tervitude, knowing that 
it will have an end, and when releaied, pro- 
bably by a premature diotharge. they return <o 
their malpractice* wilh greater jtett titan e i'er. 
Tbeie men conttitute that ugly per-cenuge of 
convict! with which nothing can be done — the 
true blackamoor* of the system *ho tea never 
be waahed white." What in to be done with 
tbete menf " Why," add* the 7>"m, "our beat 
coutte would tl la tiipof lAiic incurailntuaiani) 
irnir. tfifg might ih tsmt fwit, <nrt vfurt it «ny 
nU thiy could do mi Aa™." 

Well; — there can be no uu cation (.treat 
Britain hat the power, if the chootes toexeiciac 
it. to carry out thii recommendation ; and 
having, according to the proposition, come Lu the 
minimum of incurable ruffianism, she may amy 
that the residuum aliall be collected in ihipn 
and tent in theae colonies. l)ut let (he atate of 
the citio be thoroughly understood before 
the ultcmp( is made, There are nu colo- 
nies, considered at inch, thai have any desire 
for an importation ol ruffianism. We do 
not know any chut of employers who would 
he dtspoicd to hecept the services of 
" Uie tenth." 1'heir only good me ntust be in 
connection with property, and it ia (hat very 
property upon which they have been accustomed 
to prey, and upon which they will ever prey 
with an irrepressible instinct," The theory, 
no doubt ia, that tliey should be put upon I he 
very outskirts of eoloniaation— that they, in 
abort, should be our ambassadors to tbe natives 
—that wilb one hand they should be the keepers 
of oar (beep, and with Lhe other they perform 
tbe useful daughter of the aborigines.

We do not 
know what rt-stnn there can be for assuming 
that crime* eomnitltcd >n ih-s rauntry 
ate less p-miciutu than similar offrnrta 
(ommittted si honif. We have houses for 
tie burgliir. We have ufipro'jeted women and 
rhildren for the miTt.lerer; wo have a Urga 
finnmiiil system for the fiirger and cheque- 
maker; w* have property espn W d in all thote 
forms in which it can be liable to theft in the 
moat populous parte of Great liritain. The 
rrimrt 10 be committed are precisely the aame. 
The sufferere have an equal amount or sympathy 
for themselves. The only effect of thi* attneme 
ia that of turning from your own doar i nuisance 
to cast it upon (ho premiaee of your 
neighbour. 'Vie recollect an elaborate pap« 
produced by lhe great advocates of irant- 
pottation to TasniMia^shewing lhe im 
mense ailvantage 0 I that syitem in decreasing 
crime! So far «i the free tnlublltnls 
were concerned, the Issue proved thii — 
100 thieves in Ureal Britain operate upon 
1000 people, and their aggregate crimes 
are 1000. But 30,00(1 thieves committing 
each a similar proportion of crime, among 
1 00,000 people wool J yield a«0,(KIO offence.. 
Of courts, the actual resitU waa greedy in fa- 
vour of traniportation, to far aa the ennvicta 
were concerned, but in reference lo the free 
inhabitant* the mischief was terrible. It wan a 
small consolation to tell them that the 
men by whom they were robbed were lets given 
to robbery than In their pilmy daya, since the 
number to be robbed ru much less, and 
tbe robber* enormously greater. Kvery 
man's bouse ivaa burglu-ioualy entered, — 
ever) man's property was pillaged eome 
time in the course of the year. AU found 
attendance upon count and prosecutions a com- 
mon business of life, and it was little pleasure 
lo know thai, comparing the depredation* of 
iAindon criminals with their exploit* in * ttate 
of Iranaportation. white the ijuots of each riciim 
of their propeneilici was enormously augmented, 
tie n.m total of offences were diminiahed. 
Hobbery mty wear itself out, There mar be a 
atate of society in which, ftnin the number of 
thievra. many of them mutt tive up the pro- 
fession. 

The difti culiy « hicb tin gland hat lo combat 
is just now weighing upon the roloniot with 
rilrmrdintry prnsure. They will tulerale 
no more. Many check* ott importations 
have been proposed. We havt had 
Act* pasted in Victuria forbidding the 
landing of ronvictt. We have Act* proposed 
lo trantfei the incurable of tbe culonies to the 
British Isles front whence they came. Clime is 
no more agreeable in the Australian colonies 
than m any othei nut of the world. In many 
retpefci* we can point to the marked improve- 
ment in tlieir aooial lone, bul we have every- 
where to cunteoti wilh the dregs of transporta- 
tion in the shape of pauperism, insanity, and 
crime : and vre can bear no more. 

We are astonished that a journal of 
aucb authority at the 7i»m, in a 
manner so slipshod and devil-miy-cavre, 
should talk of shipping off to the Auatra- 
liaa men whom ihey tbemaeltet acknow- 
ledge are beyond all hope of reforaaation— 
assured, we presume, that tbeae countries have 
ao mean* of affective reeiaienc* to the deapatitm 
of poarer- 

Wc dn not know What value is attached at 
home to tbe relation of the colonies with Uveal 
Britain. There has been much wild talk ; and, 
if rumour apeak* truly, in quarter* where 
caution and sobriety ought to haro been scru- 
pulously obtetved. We believe that anything 
which would alter our relaiiona would he a 
calamity lo the colonies, and we eanno*. con- 
ceive thai Kngland could derive any benefit 
from sura.* iu It ring the prettige of Australian 
Government, or dividing tl* population from the 
parent atock. Bel if anithUg could make thi. 
separation * duty, it would be a resistance ef 
an attempt to impose upon thi* country the 
burden of Iltitirh crime. This insolence of 
power— Ihia contempt of in i stance — this total 
disregard of consequence, to the colonists— til is 
imposition of burdens which pre** upon our 
resources, simply to gel rid of them al home, — 
would consilium together a grievance. Before 
which alt that America had to allege in opposi- 
tion li) the aeeority of Great Britain fades into 
insignificance.

In which be aneerm at the diet or pritons, 
and taker the anli-coavict-indiilgencc side. It 
it of no consequence to the ccdonj what Mr.

The only wtiy of making the punishment of 
crime more marked and effective, ia really to 
raise the condition of the uaat of the people, 
that they may have let* lo envy and more to 
lose. At ell event* , the colonies will not have 
the " tenth " incorrigible).

Tut. accounts brought to at of the famine in 
India present a picture of diatreaa and desola- 
tion which it is difficult for the imagination to 
realise. 1 he details of tbe great potato famine 
in Ireland, which in that fatal year tilled all 
British newspapen, familiarised many with 
scenes of abject misery and destitution. But 
India contains a more crowded population than 
even lieland, and a population more halplats, 
more poverty-stricken, and lets acceeiible to 
prompt relief, 

Outiide the great cities, the industry of the 
Indian peasant ia almost exclusively agricul- 
tural, 1 he moat primitive of purauita tull re- 
main* the chief source of the national weatih, 
and aa it i* exposed to the eh an gee of a very fickle 
cltante, the want of rain become* synonymous, 
with famine. All forms of induairy are liable 
to their fluctuation', tome from variation* in 
markets, some from seasons, some from political 
convulsions. It is fortunate for a country when 
it ha* within it many indiutiies, to that calami- 
ties which might injure some would but lightly 
effect other*, and no one blow conld inmct a 
very wide-spread ruin. The Indian peasant*, 
deprived of the fruits of their agricultural toil, 
have no other temporary outlet for their induatry. 
There are no employmenta, public or private, 
into which ihey rati press, and none w creale 
such employment, «o thai charily i» the only 
resource againat starvation. 

The agriculture ol India is minute, and almost 
entirely carried on by manual labour. A certain 
class of political economiala advocate Uu eyatem 
of agriculluie by peasants Labouring on their 
own account •* preferable to that of agriculture 
by capiUlial proprietor* employing labourers to 
work far them. There are some social ud 
aomr economical advantages attendant on both 



sy-tfms. though neither can claim esclutlvt 
curelltnce, Tie Indian peasant* are not pro- 
prietors.the State being tbe great end universal 
landlord , bul, they pay a Sued tent for their 
land, they work on their own account. Yet the 
poasiblliuFS or achieving the profll* of the 
capitalist are very narrow, and the Crown 
tenants ere little, if any, better off 
than labourers who work ror wtges. 1'b.e 
force of a famine falls on them with 
peculiar severity. The sole source of 
income is enUrtiy cut off, sod, except 
tbe -State landlord, which ie forced of necetoiliy 
to remit lhe rtnt, there la no superior class to 
bear tbe first brunt of the blow aad mitigate its 
pressure on the poorer chane*. The dimi- 
nished productivepese of the rainiest area will 
of reimc, pro fonfti, diminith internal com- 
merce, and reduce the profit* of thote engaged 
in lhe opera lion a of exchange. But on theta 
lhe blow falls only with the diminished force of 
t rthound, while its first and most crushing 
effect i* felt by the actual cultivators. The 
utter impoverishment of lhe peasants makes 
them entirely helpless. They bare no power 
to buy food even if ii were brought to tlscin, 
Thej- bare no eource of income but -Tram tht 
ground, and when the ground it baked by 
the tun, and uhsoftened by rain, anil 
yield* no green blade to their husbandry, 
they arc without resource. In England, 
there has been a bed harvest, though from the 
oppetilf cetise, of a surplus of rain. Bul there 
hat been no famine, no starvation. Thecoumry 
i* rich enough to send abroad and buy toad, 
tnd, though the farmers may hate made dimin- 
ished ptt lils. and the Itndlotda in some in- 
stance* have been partly thorn of their rents. 
I br agricultural labourers have not suffered 
mtifb ir at ull from the defective yield of the 
fields they hive tilled. 

Tht'sr n ho cntth oitgerly at every oppor- 
tunity or depreciating British rule have en- 
deavoured lei lay lhe blame of tbe famine on 
the admin ill ration. Hut famines of quite equal 
severity hare occurred under native rule, and 
with let* power aa well as lets willing- 
neat on the part of the rulers to 
relieve it. Human life hat alrnvi been 
deemed thtnp in the Kast, and the effect of 
llritiih government hu certainly boon to in- 
crease rather than diminish tim sense of the 
sacred dcsc of human life, 1 ho tiorernmcnt is 
Coing much to mitigate the inert table suffering 
that prevails. The British reaidents In 
India are co-operating, nhile from Graat 
Btilain ilaelf, and from many of its scat- 
tered dependencies, contributions in aid of the 
tiarving peasants are pouring in. Under no 
olhtr Government would India have received 
audi prompt, such effective, mcli generous, and 
such Large aasistaoce. Gratitude is not gene- 
rally a popular virtue, bul the nativea of In li* 
in lhe famine stricken districts mty well feel 
thankful at this crisis that the late rebellion w*t 
a failure, and Ik at they arc no( now under the 
set pi re of lhe On ear Moo it,. They would

In a tliicly-peopted eolony , such aa that 

* hkh u« Inhabit, we are ao much accoatomed 
to dr. ire an increase of population to cultivate 
our wilds, that we are apt to underrate (he 
coequal importance of capital, ud intelligence 
to employ and direct the labour which may 
abound. India is a country with a dent* popu- 
lation, and hu been so for year* j yet, notwith- 
standing the patient induatry of its agricul- 
turists, it ia atilt described aa a country of 
undeveloped rtiouroti, and British capital and 
iarltith intelligence are being imported in the 
hope that the labour of the u»tl< 
may be thereby mare 
and directed. India it » poor counlry 
in (pile or its natural resource* and the number 
of it* people, for though, under the old native 
rule, tome magoiaktnt public worka n«j 
executed, the quiet enjoyment or property was 
never secure, and lhe investment* of the 
capitalists were always precarious. A country 
•o governed, ami where the rich fear to nuke 
perm mi nt improvements of nrivatt properly, 
must nlway* remain In lite infancy of civiliaa* 
lion. The ftnrt requisite for material progress 
ie, that the fruits of induatry should be secure, 
that the rights of property should be respected. 
Wilh out Ihia, wealth doe* not accumulate in iis 
beet forms. Induatry repeat* in toil*, but re- 
main* at it* Vow and primitive level, ud does 
not rite through its successive stages lowardi a 
higher clvitltalion. 

The preeenl famine will, probably, elimulate 
the outlay of capital in works of irrigation. The 
north-west of India is particularly favourable 
for the construction of such works, and, as tbe 
district will toon be made accessible by nil 

• ayt. it* produce will find an easy outlet to the 
coeat. The Indus is now navigated by steamers 
of light draught, the railway to the port of 
Kurr active it nearly completed, ami another 
railway, starling from the hand of the navigation, 
it in rapid progress. With these facilities for 
finding a market for produce, there will be fresh 
inducemenls lo stimulate productiveness by 
irrigation. ,
